2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
identified Kleinerman (Figure 2 and column 6) and Curbelo (the figure and column 3, 
lines 36 - 67 and column 5, lines 39 - 50) which teach arrangements where blood 
flowing through a capillary tube is analyzed. Applicant agreed to cancel claims 11-15 
to permit the remaining claims to be allowed. Groner et al. teach analysis of blood 
based upon a "reflected image" from tissue, and thus while similar, does not detect 
Raman scattered radiation from a limited area, as set forth in the claims. Asano et al. 
and Ishihara et al. capture and analyze images of blood vessels, however their methods 
do not contemplate detecting Raman scattered radiation for capillaries below a 
predetermined diameter or including an amount of red blood cells below an amount. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
